OARE OF BABIES. 


How Much Food Should Be Given to Chil- 


dren Under One Tear of Age. 


This question is asked as of ten as any 


perhaps, and it weie as easy to give an 
answer to this as it would be to tell 
how much, in ounces, grown people 
must eat The truth is, that what is a 
small amount for one will be too much 
for some other, and the only way to 
get the proper amount for each will be 
to begin carefully and watch results; 
it will soon bo learned how much 
agrees, and no more than that should 
be given. 


Regularity in the hours of feeding 


must be observed, and if the baby cries, 
apparently for food, between these 
tames, give it a spoonful or two of 
water. All drinking water must be 
either from a source known to be pure 
or else it must be boiled and cooled be- 
fore drinking. Cover it with muslin 
•while cooling. To restore the fresh 
taste to water that has been boiled and 
cooled, and, consequently, is rather 
flat, pour a small quantity rapidly back 
and forth from one vessel to another, 
just before it is given to the child to 
drink. 
, 


As nearly as any rules will answer 


for the amount of food to be given, the 
following will do: To a new born child, 
not nursed by the mother, give from 
one 
to 
three tablespoonfuls, 
ot 


whatever 
food 
may be selected, 


for a meal. If the child does not 
seem satisfied, and retains the food on 
the stomach, the amount should be 
carefully increased. Vomiting would 
usually indicate overfeeding. As the 
child grows the quantity'of food taken 
must be judiciously increased, and 
nothing but careful watching on the 
part of mother or nurse can regulate 
this. 


Ordinarily, a weaned child, a year 


old, 
requires for its breakfast about 


half a pint of milk and a tea-saucer half 
full of mush. Some children will need 
more than this, in which case may be 
given a small piece of bread and but- 
ter, and half of a welt-baked apple, if 
fruit agrees with the child. For the 
noon-day meal, a small potato, or its 
equivalent in mush or bread and milk, 
and fruit. The same amount, or less, 
for supper. 
All fruits in their season 


me allowed children after they arc a 
year old, if they agree. No sweetmeats 
of any kind should be given. This 
name kind of tore should be continued 
with little change until the child is ten 
or twelve years of age, about which 
time ths bony structure hardens. The 
less meat childre.n under ten eat the 
better.—.

Successful Test of Lieutenant Zalin- 
ski'a Dynamite Gun. 


NEW YOKK, Sept. 12. —An official test 


of Lieutenant Zalinski's dynamite gun 
was made yesterday at Fort Lafayette, in 
the presence o£ Secretary Whitney and 
representatives of the French, Spanish. 
Danish, Swedish, Norwegian and Japanese 
Governments. 
Tlio target was an old 


eighty-ton schoonei. It was buoyed, so 
so that it would not smk and become an 
obstruction in the channel, but when the 
tests were over there was not enough 
left of tbe vessel to obstruct anything. 
The fragments floa tod away in the tide. 
Tho target was one mile from the gun. 
The charges were fifty pounds of dynamite 
each, The first two cartridges fell a few 
feet short and sunk un exploded. The 
third struck under the schooner's stern, 
exploded and tors a great hole in her 
quarter. 
The fourth struck under the 


center of the schooner. The explosion lift- 
ed the whole vessel up, nnd she fell back 
shaken to pieces. Everything aft of her 
mast was reduced to fragments. The 
bow would have sunk if not supporte d by 
tho buoys 
Afifthanfi sixth shot were 


fired, but wont wide. 


This closed the test. Lieutenant Za- 


linskl was summoned to the secretary's 
boat and congratulated upon the success 
ofthetnal. Another gun is being con- 
structed, which will carry a s ix hundred 
pound dynamite shell.

counsel for tbe Louisville, New Albany Sc 
Chicago railway appeared before the In- 
ter- State Commerce Commission to answer 
charges of unjust discrimination made by 
David T. Allen and others of Frankfort, 
Ind. He laid down ths proposition that 
there was no unjust discrimination as 
averred by the complainants in a charge 
of twenty-five cents a hundred for the 
transportation of gram from Frankfort, 
Ind, to New York, when the rate from In- 
dianapolis to NDW York is but twenty- 
three cents a hundred, albeit Frankfort is 
nearer to New York by forty-seven miles. 
He maintained that tlie two services were 
not "alike" and that they do not, therefore, 
properly come under section 2 of tho Inter- 
state Commerce act that prohibits dis- 
crimination m price for "like" services. 
He also argued that there was no dis- 
crimination in this case, as all shippers 
from Frankfort to New York are charged 
twenty-five cents a hundred. 
Counsel 


for the Frankfort shippers argued that 
the 
suit was properly 
brought, be- 


cause the discrimination enabled Indian- 
apolis shippeis to reap greater profits for 
their labors than Frankfort shippers, 
wtych difference is aimed at by the Inter- 
State act. After some further argument 
the commission adjourned until to-day.

Spot Where the Robbery of 


Last June Qccurred. 


FOBT WOBTH, Tex., Sept. 21.-Anot_er 


luring train robbery occurred on the Texas 
& Pacific railroad last night. 


Engineer Baker says be had ju«t palled 


out from Benbrook Station, ten miles west 
of Fort Worth, when a tall, smooth- 
shaven, poorly dressed, sandy-haired man 
lumped into his cab on one side, and a 
taedlam-sized man, with face partly cov- 
ered by something tied over it, on tbe 
other. Both had Winchesters and the tall 
one said to Baker, "Stop where you stopped 
before," which at once convinced Baiter 
that the man was the leader of the gang 
which had robbed the train June 8 at this 
Identical place. 
Baker said to the man: "How much did 


vou fellows get in your last haulf" 


The thief answered: "We are not the 


same gang." 
"How did you know me then, and how 


did you know where to stop*" 


"Oh, we found that out." 
The locomotive and tender with the 


mail and express car were now over the 
trestle and the smoking-car standing over 
It Mary's Creek separating the two day 
coaches and the sleeping-car from them. 
No one could get out of the smoker or 
cross the creek from the coaches to the 
rear. Here the engineer was ordered to 
stop, and he and the fireman hustled out 
of the cab. 
"We don't want to hurt you folks at all; 


only obey orders and you are safe," were 
the tall man's instructions. 


Passing to the express car, tbe same 


fellow said: "Messenger, open your door 
or we will open It for yon." There being 
no response, a coal-pick from the locomo-
